CURRANT LEAVE® FOR TEA,

The Journal des Connnissances Medicoles
contains an artiole on the virtues of the leaves
of black currants or guinsey berrivs (Kibes
aigrim). Thege leaves, when green, are much
used by the country people for tea in casas of
diflicult digestion. With sugar this beverage
is agreeable, aromatio, and possessed of vx-
oiting properties. M. Blucher, of Point
d'Ounilly, in the Department of the Calvadoss,
has been induced to distil these leaves in the
same way nsethose of peppermint, balm, ete.,
the operation being stopped when the liquid
obtained is equal in weight to the substance
employed. The leaves should be handled as
little as possible, in order not to orush their
odoriferous glands, This distilled water is a
good vehicle for all stomachic potions, and
will keep two years,

KO FULL MOOX,

A curious circumstance cecnrred this year,
and which has only now led to some dizcus-
gion. Last February was a month, says the
Mechanics’ Magazine, in. which no full moon
ocourred. A few journalists in Italy got hold
of the faot, and at once pronounced it 1o bs an
exceedingly rare ocourrence. Some said it
could ounly happen ouce in 25,000 centuries |
Others, more moderats, simply adverted to
the fact that there was no mention of such a
thing in Genosis. After much dispute in the
columus of the daily papers, the question
canght the eye of the well-known astronomer
of Milan, M, Bohiaparelll, who has now dis.

being full moons on January 31, at six
minunteés past nine A. M., and on March 2
following, at forty-five minntes past three

ILLBGITIMACY IX ENGLAND,

In the year 1845, 7°03 per cent. of the births
registered in Eogland were of children born
out of wedlock; in the year 1855, 6-4 per vent.;
in the year 1865, (-2 per cent,—46,556 of the
whole 745,060 born alive. It geems probable,
however, that in the large towng some, and
perheps a rather considerable proportion, of
the illegitimate births still sseape registration,
or are untruly registered. Taking the latest
returns, writes the London ZVmes, those for
1665, recently issued, the reglaters represent
that in Kogland as a whole 6-2 of every 100
ohildren born in the year were fllegitimate;
but in London only 4+4 in 100, In the wmetro-

politangounnties also, and in many of the large
towns, the proportion returned is below the
average. The returns for 1506 show as many

as 83 per cent, illegitimate of the children
born in North Wales, 5-3 per cent. also in
Lincolnshire, § per cent, in Nottinghamashire;
93 veént, in Shropshire, -4 per vent. in
the gﬁ:ﬂh Riding of Yorkshire, 1+ per caut.
in Westmoreland, 1046 per cent. in Norfolk,
and 117 per cent. in Comberland, These are
the counties in which we may always look for
an excessive proportion of children bom ont
of wedlook.

An opinion was long maintained that flaids
are to be withiheld from dropsioal patients, No
opinion was ever founded on more erroneous
principles, Dropsical patients, indeed, should
be allowed the free nze of fuids. Wilh respect
to diet, it should, generally spesking, be light
and upstimulating; bot waoh depends on the
cauees of the dropsy. There is, however, less
necessily for a rigid ndberence to low dist in
this than in other inllammatory affections,
